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DETAILED ACTION 

Examiner acknowledges receipt of amendment and remarks filed 10/25/05. Claims 1-3, 
5-7, 11, 14, 16 and 17 are cancelled by the current amendment "without disclaimer or prejudice 
as to the subject matter contained therein" (page 3, lines 2-4 of the remarks filed 10/25/05). 
Claims 9 and 10 are amended as agreed between applicants' representative and the SPE and are 
pending in the application. With the cancellation of claims 1-3, 5-7, 1 1, 14, 16 and 17, the 
rejection of claims 9 and 10 as being anticipated by Shibasaki et al. (US 5,843,525) and rejection 
of claim 10 under 35 USC 103(a) over Horino et al. (US 6,200,589) would have been pending; 
claim 1 was not rejected under 35 USC 103(a) over US 5,055,378 (issued to Miyamura et al.) in 
view of JP 2001-181482 as applicants state in lines 7-9 of page 4 of the remarks. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest prior art 
references, Horino et al. (US 6,200,580) and Shibasaki et al. (US 5,843,525) do not disclose 
method of producing porous powder of metal oxide organopolysiloxane hybrid where the method 
comprises hydrolyzing titanium alkoxide to generate a sol, and adding organopolysiloxane to the 
titanium oxide sol to form the metal oxide organopolysiloxane porous powder. Neither Horino 
nor Shibasaki discloses hydrolysis of titanium alkoxide before addition of the 
organopolysiloxane to form the metal oxide organopolysiloxane complex/hybrid. Therefore, the 
pending claims 9 and 10 are allowable.
